Presi- 
dent Harrison, and the members of his 
cabinet, Chief Justice Fuller and his 
associate justices of the supreme court, 
a large number of senators and many 
personal friends aad acquaintances of 
the deceased attended the funeraL 


Chief Justice Fuller and his associates 
on the supreme court bench, acted as 
honorary pall bearers. After the services 
were over the remains were taken to the 
Baltimore and Ohio depot, and at 8 
o'clock the train bearing the remains, 
members of the family and Justices Ful- 
ler, Gray, Blatchfoi-d and Lamar, left 
forOlendale, Judge Matthews country 
home near Cincinnati, where funeral 
services and the interment will take 
place to-morrow.

A Terrible Bxploalon Resalta In tlie

N E W YORK, March 25.—Shortly before 
noon to-day, a loud report startled the 
crowds of passers-by at the junction of 
Fifth avenue, Broadway and Twenty- 
third streets. 
A terrible explosion had 
taken place. 
A lai^e portion of the 
sidewalk on^Twenty-third, on the street 
next to the Fifth avenue hotel, was 
blown high into the air. 
Showers of

No grander life, he said, oould be led 
than the

that would win eternal reward. 


Rev. Seabreese is an eloquent and en- 
tertaining speaker, and he held his audi- 
ence interested 
listeners 
until the 
close. 
He was followed by Dr. Lloyd, 
who pursued the same line of thought, 
and spoke eloquently upon it. 


THE GONIIESS YOVNO MAN. 


"A Promising Boy Growing Up Into 
a Godless Young Man" was the subject 
taken by Rev. A. K. Zartman, the pas- 
tor of the Grace church, for liis sermou 
last evening. 
It was a grand discourse 
and one that should have been heard by 
every parent in the city, for it was re- 
plete with advice to them in the early 
training of their childi-en. 


He took the story of Absolem, a» re- 
lated in 2nd Samuel, and told how the 
promising young son of David had 
turned against his father in his youth 
and even sought tu compass his death. 
He narrated in an interesting way how 
Absolem met death ignominiously, and 
David's grief over the sad fate of his 
beautiful boy, and from it drew the 
lesson he sought to teach—the neoessity 
of early Christian training. 


Parents, he said, too often neglect to 
instill into the minds of their children 
Christian precopts and modes of life 
when young, and sorrow con^s to their 
hearts 
when 
their 
sous 
and 
daughters 
i-each maturity and lead 
lives of sin. 
His sermon was re- 
plete with pathetic instances of this 
neglect and he closed with a grand pleA 
to the parents to attend to the moral 
training of their children and then when 
they leave home to go out into the world 
for themselves they will not need to ask, 
as David did: 
"Is the young man, Ab- 
solem, safe?" 


INFANT BAPTISM. 


Yesterday morning, at 
the 
Berry 
street M. E. church, Rev, D. C . Wool- 
pert, the pastor, delivered to a large 
audience a sermon upon infant baptism 
as taught in the scriptures and practiced 
by the apostles and early church. 
It 
was an able defense of the ordinance as 
administered by his denomhiation and 
the reverend gentleman advanced many 
grand arguments in behalf of the bap- 
tism (ft children. 


He quoted freely from the scriptures 
to show that the admission of ehildren 
to the church of the living God as mem- 
bers, and their baptism was right and in 
accordance with divine commands, and 
that it was practiced by the aixwtias 
(luring the early history of the church. 
Christ, by his acts and words, had sanc- 
tioned it and had said: 
"Suffer litUe 
children to come unto me and forbid 
them not, for of such is the kingdom of 
heaven." 


It was an exhaustive discourse u]x>n 
the subject and tlie reverend gentleman 
swept away the arguments that are urg- 
ed against infant baptism in a forcible 
and able manner and convinced the 
doubters in his audience that the posi- 
tion advocated by him upon infant bap- 
tism was in accordance with the teach- 
ings of the Bible.
